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FRANCE FEARS GERMANY 


BUT WILL CUT ARMY 


All Powers Sympathize With France and 


Want Armies Reduced to 


Safety Minimum.

Washington, Nov. 21.—Acting in unison again, spokesmen 


of the great powers at the arms conference today, pledged 
themselves to reduction of land armaments, but according to 
the varying conditions which they outlined as affecting their 
assurances of national security. 


In a dramatic hour, Aristide Briand, seven times premier 


of France, outlined the fears of France of an attempt of restor 
ation of Prussianism in the central empire and Arthur James 
Balfour, heading the British delegation, rose in his place and 
in solemn words practically pledged Great Britain to the aid of 
France in any future threat of the lust of military domination. 


CUTS ARMY HALF. 


Briand, 
strong

Briand Says Germany Can 


Raise Army of 6,000,009 


[By the Associated Press] 


' 
Washington, Nov. 21.—Germany, while apparently dis- 


armed, Premier Briand told the armament conference today, 
could with her present machinery raise an army of 6,000,000 or 
7,000,000 men. 


At least 250,000 Germans were receiving daily military 


instructions, he added. 
Although a part of Germany evi- 


dently wants peace and is ready to get back to peaceful pur- 
suits, the French premier declared another portion, headed by 
the Ludendorffs and others of the military'caste, is continuing 
to preach the old Prussian doctrines. 


In a dramatic speech of an hour, the French premier out- 


lined to the conference "what is being said at the door, of 
France," which, he added wants peace. 


"How can anyone ask France to disarm under such condi 


tions," he asked. 


DIFFICULT TO REALIZE. 


''Here in this country," the premier 


continued, "you have your states and 
do not know the tangled barriers of 
Europe, it must be 
difficult 
for 


fcome of you to realize what condi- 
tions are prevailing In Europe after 
the war. 
I quite admit that a free 


American citizen would say: 'The war 
is won, peace is signed. Germany 
Jias reduced her army. Most of her

DENIES ACCUSATIONS. 


'Not one word of jt Is true," ex- 


claimed M. Briand, pounding the table 
v ith both fists. "If there is a coun- 
try that wants peace with all hearts, 
•with, her entire faith, that country is 
I'ranco 


"Since the armistice Trance has had 


to wait for realization of certain 
things. She has seen Germany hag- 
pie over her pledged word and the 
terms she had signed. She has seen 
Germany refuse to pay. 
The popu- 


lar opinion is that France is impa- 
tient, but Trance has remained per- 
fectly calm." 


NO EIGHT TO FORGIVE. 


'Referring t^ the German position 


3'rermer Briand continued

"But there is another Germany," 


the premier continued with forceful 
Rebtures. "There is a Germany that 
lias not changed her mind and for 
whom the latt was not a decision. 
This Germany has kept the same 
occupations, 
the 
same 
ambitions. 


How can we close our eyes to this? 
How can we ignore the conditions' 
J.ore than that we have witnessed 
several attempts to retur to a cer- 
tain state of things" 


Hers M. Briand cited the royal 


attempts at coups d'etat, and quoted 
from the book of General Luden- 
dorff whose teachings, he said, were 
t*U»w«d by the "elite, profesaori tnd 


writers" of a part of Germany. M. 
Briand said he desired to make ex- 
cerpts from Ludendorff a part of his 
brief. 


WAR GOD'S CREATION. 


After a long quotation from Lud- 


endorff who referred to war as the 
corner stone of all Intelligent pol- 
itics and a creation of God, the pre- 
mier added. 


"These are the character of "words 


used by the highest German author- 
ity, and after the war has caused 
the death of millions. 
That is the 


sort of thing that is being taught 
at the v'ery door of France. 
How 


can you expect Prance to close her 
eyes?" 


On the material "side, as contrast- 


ed to the moral side, continued M 
Briand, Germany has at her disposi- 
tion now many soldiers trained in 
the great war. 
Jt would be possible 


to mobilize the German people *o- 
morrow, through the newly organ- 
ized "police" force consisting of of- 
ficers and tinder-officers of the old 
army, 


RECEIVING TRAINING 


He estimated that at least 250 000 


Germans were receiving daily mili- 
tary instructions with all the mach- 
inery for their mobilization at hand. 


The present German prime minis- 


ter, M. Briand said, apparently was 
doing everything to make effective 
the 
Versailles 
treaty, 
but 
there 


were many disquieting developments 
threatening the stability of the pres- 
ent German Government as were evi- 
denced by recent developments. 


All the recent Instructions Riven 


by the minister of war have refer- 
ence to this "police" force, M Brir_nfl 
declared, and in addition, he said, 
Germany had various military groups 
under various pretenses 
since 
the 


war. An "ultimatum" was necessary 
to dissolve one of these groups re- 
cently discovered, he addr 1. 


COULD RAISE ARMY. 


Within a few days in Silesia, the 


niemier added, a force of 
.000 men 


with full military equipment sprnne- 
up at the call of the necessity. The 
full force of the present German 
machinery he estimated, would be 
sufficient to raise an army of 6,000,- 
000 or 7.000.000 men 
Th 
premier 


declared his conviction that under 
such circumstances no American cit- 
izen would want France to disirm 


Germany's war materials had been 


largely 
destroyed, 
the 
premier 


agreed, but added that the problem 
of material was not one that could 
not be solved. He declared Germany 
was a nation of great industry which 
always had the 
two-fold 
goal of 


commerce and war.

COULD GET MATERIAL 


The foundation of their genius and 


industry, said M Briand, was in that 
the Germans could get what material 
they required very quickly. To sur- 
vey the full possibilities of the na- 
tion in that direction, he said, would 
be wholly impossible. 


RUSSIA IMPORTANT. 


Russia, M. Briand said, could not 


be considered a negligible quality, 
for she retained the power to mobi- 


lize 20,000.000 men. He asked what 
would became of France it the BcJ- 
sheviks should Join 
the 
Germans. 


What Germany's intentions were to- 
ward Russia, M. Briand Bald, no one 
could tell. He emphasized the pres- 
ent unrest in Germany and efforts 
to build 
up 
Dolshevlkl 
sentiment 


there. 


AMONG FRIENDS. 


In naval questions, }* Briand said, 


France was among friends, but when 
it came to land armament she was 
surrounded by dangers. 


Protesting that he never would do 


anything to draw France Into war, 
M. Briand added an admonition to 
his hearers to remember that should 
France, through an excess of optim- 
ism, be attacked and perhaps lost, 
he would be.nothing more than "an 
abominable traitor." 


Secretary Hughes called the^ con- 


ference to order at 11:01 a. m. after 
photographs had been taken of the 
historic occasion. 


In introducing the subject of land 


armament 
Secretary 
Hughes 
said 


there was no problem there for the 
United States, whose traditional pol- 
icy was to maintain a small army. 
He aaid he took pleasure in stating 
that "gratifying progress had been 
made during the first week of the 
conference." 


RECOGNIZES DIFFICULTIES 


The "United States fully recogniz- 


es, however, the apprehensions anJ 
difficulties of foreign powers regaid- 
ing land armament, "he added 


"The appeals of 
the 
American 


Government regarding the limitation 
of 
naval 
armament," 
Secretary 


Hughes said, "have been under con- 
sideration by 
the committee of the 


plenipotentiary delegates and aided 
by sub-committee, the matter is pro- 
sfiessing favorably." 


Regarding the conference- of the 


nine powers on Pacific and Far East- 
em questions, 
Mr. 
Hughes added 


that "while most important declara- 
tions have been mads" there was 
nothing at the moment to report to 
the plenary session. 


MORE THAN REALIZED. 


"I think I am justified in saying, 


• the secretary continued, speaking 
nidi reference to the Far Eastern 
questions, "that 
our 
expectations 


with reference to the expedition and 
the consideration of these questions 
have been more than realized." The 
question of land armament, he said, 
was one which had not yet been 
brought before the conference. 


TRADITIONAL POLICY. 


"So far as the army o£ the United 


•States 
is 
concerned," Mr 
Hughes 


said, "no question is presented. 
It 


has always been the policy of the 
United States, its traditional policy, 
to have a regular military establish- 
ment with the smallest possible basis. 
At the time of the armistice there 
were upward of 4,200,000 Americans 
under arms. At once at the signing 
of the armistice, demoblization be- 
gan, and it was completed m the 
course of the following year. Today 
our regular establishment numbers 
less than 
150,000 men. 
While we 


have this gratifying condition with 
respect to our military force, m the 
United States we fully recognize the 
,pedal difficulties that exist, with 
references to military forces else- 
where." 


TO GIVE VIEWS. 


Mr. Hughes said it was felt that 


fii^! opportunity should be given all 
the delegates to present their views 
Cully on the qustion of land arma- 
ment, so that they might be made 
known to the conference and the 
w orld.

Premier Br.and, rising to present 


the views of France, began by say- 
ing his Government was anxious to 
take all measures possible to assure 
a lasting peace. 


DISARMING IMPOSSIBLE. 


France could not put down her 


arms under present 
circumstances, 


he declared, because 
of 
conditions

jgrity. 
Because 
o-f conditions, of instabil- 


ity, France must measure them with 
•eferences to 
the consequences to 


her own security, the premier said. 


America,

continued, 


must see France through unclouded 
glasses before it could appraise the 
situation in its true light.

NOT SEEKING SUPREMACY. 


Critics 
had

coming after her record in the war. 


Everyone who knows France, he 


continued, know the untruth of the 
accusation. He asserted that if ever 
there was a country committed to 
peace it was France. But,1 he added, 
since the war his country had gone 
through many deceptions and had 
seen Germany refuse to perform her 
obligations. 


FOE TO NO NATION. 


Asserting with all his power that 


France was the foe of no nation, M. 
Briand said his Government wanted 
continued and real peace with Ger- 
many.

country, ask what Washington looks 
like during the conference, what the 
conference itself looks like and what 
tha thing which Is called "the at- 
mosphere of the conference" is, the 
answer will be only partially satis 
tying.

LOOKS OF CONFERENCE. 


As to what Washington looks like 


during the conference there is not a 
jrreat deal to be said. The presence 
of the conference does not make-much 
difference in the appearance of the 
city. A lew of the public buildings 
and hotels display the flags of the 
various nations represented here, but 
thl« flag display If not nearly BO 
great as that on an ordinary 4th of 
July. In fact, if it had not been tor 
the ceremony ot the burial of an un-

WILSON PUBLICLY KECOGOTZED. 


The occasion of the burial of the

ex-President 
Wilson-

than, in the- Armistice Day parade, 
both President Harding and ex- 
President Wilson were tn line. Presi- 
dent Hardlne marched close behind 
the casket, and ex-President Wilson,

farther behind, where the automo. 
blleu -were This difference 
In loca- 


tion mad* much of the difference In 
the reception given the two men. 


RESTRAINED ANT CHEERS. 
President Hardlng's 
nearness to 


the casket made the crowds feel the 
greater aw« of the dead presence Im- 
mediately before their eyes, and re- 
strained applause. Also, President 


i Harding, whenever any demonstra- 
' tlon began, restrained it with a dis- 


couraging: gesture of his hand. Mr. 
Wilson also, in the same feeling of 
preferring complete silence on such 
an occasion, trie* Rto restrain, ap- 
plause. But his greater distance from 
the casket made the crowds less dis- 
posed to heed his deprecating ges- 
ture, and his passing was marked by 
a continuous demonstration. 


A &ERO AND A MARTYH. 
The public on the sidewalks felt 


two things about Mr. Wilson. They 
felt, In the first place, that he had 
managed to be there 
only through 


the 
triumph of his will over his 


physical handicap; and In the second 
place, they felt that In a subtle way, 
Mr. Wilson Is a martyr of the war 
In only a less degree than the man 
In the casket. They felt that Mr. 
Wilson baa thro.wn all his soul and 
all his vitality into the war In the 
same sense that the unknown sol- 
dier had, and the fact that Mr. Wil- 
son's devotion earned him not so 
far 
as death but 
only so far as 


physical disability made no essen- 
tial difference. 


WARM-FEELING EXPRESSED. 
In the afternoon, some hours after

Itself In greater public Interest In 
him. 


THE DOMINANT NATION. 


As he has gone about the streets 


this week people have turned to look 
at him ana little knots 
of people 


have come together 
to talk about 


him. But whatever public manifesta- 
tion there Is about Mr. Hughes is far 
short of the significance of the Place 
he has taken In the world. It Is not 
merely the position that he personal- 
ly BUS taken In the world. It Is the 
position .that America hai taken. Let 
It be eald, not In any exultation, but 
merely as an expression of & fact, 
that America Is today the dominant 
nation In International affairs. 


ONLY FIRST CLASS NATION. 
In the same spirit af humility and 


responsibility, let It be said that to- 
day America, Is, the only really first 
class nation In the world. The others, 
measured by their resources by their 
capacity to make their, opinion felt,, 


are so far below the United States 
aa to majte the difference 
between 


being grouped as first class and be- 
ing* grouped 
as something a little 


less than first class. In Baying this, 
let us remember that the chief rea- 
son for" America's elevation lies in 
the fact that we were exempt from 
most of the enormous sacrifices and 
losses that the others suffered In the 
war. 


EXEMPT BY ACCIDENT. 


I/et It also be remembered, with 


humility,

He and many of tl)e other 
foreign delegates looked as If they 
feared that they would be called upon 
to rise and discuss this daring pro- 
posal immediately and openly. 


It has been apparent to those who 


have watched the preparations for 
the conference that Mr. Hughes had 
Ideas about open diplomacy far In 
advance of what some of tho other 
delegations approved, 


SECURED PUBLICITT. 


By the boldness of his beginning 


he freed himself from any such re- 
straints of secret and established a 
practice which can hardly now be 
reversed The advantage he has se- 
cured, the advantage the whole con- 
ference has secured, the universal ap- 
proval of the step—all are so ap- 
parent that It is Impossible to con- 
ceive that any step backward will 
be taken.

The firm 
has many mills In operation in China, 
Japan. Java. India and in the Islands 
of the Pacific as well as in ,Europe 
and Asia. In fact Mr. Anderson said

of the firm's

for Giant. 


New 
York.—Announcement 
that 


the world's largest ship, the Majes- 
tic will be ready for service between 
New York and Southampton next 
spring directs attention to the facil- 
ities for docking the great ship at 
her pier on her arrival at New \ork 
and the methods to be employed in 
doing so.PIERS EXTENDED. 


When the largest of the present 


ocean liners came out. just before 
the war, it was necessary to extend 
the piers at New York where they 
are 'docked, to protect 
their 
long 


hulls from traffic passing up and 
down the Hudson river. 
The ex- 


tended piers will be a very tight fit 
indeed for the Majestic, while the 
task of getting her into her berth 
will present as big a Job as the 
docking experts employed by the 
steamship companies at New York 
have yet encountered. 


HARD TO DOCK. 


New York is perhaps the hardest 


port in the world in which to dock 
, great ocean liner, from the fact 
that it is the only one where the 
docks are at right angles to a river 
in which strong tides flow regularly. 


A ship's captain is usually pictur- 


ed as experiencing his greatest wor- 
ries when his vessel is at sea buf- 
feted by wind and storm. As a mat- 
ter of fact on modern liners storms 
are small concern compared to nif 
anxiety when he enters a port ana 
finds his ship hampered by lack of 
sea room—of space to navigate. 


HARBORS MOST DIFFICULT. 
In harbor he is confined to a chan- 


nel, 
oftimes one in which he could 


not turn around. His speed is limit- 
ed to bare steerageway. 
He must 


avoid striking passing craft or get- 
tins too far to one side from the 
deepened channel. 


Opposite his dock, which in New 


York appears like openings between 
the teeth of a huge comb, ho must 
come to a stop and swing the bulk 
beneath him crosswise to the flow- 
ing tide, hold it there, and nose his 
way into one of the opening. 


TUGS USED.

CITY ANALYZED DEFECTS. 


In analyzing the reasons for St. 


Joseph's unpopularity it was found 
that no one had made any serious 
attempt to provide for the physical 
and social requirements of the popu- 
lation. A list of deficlences showed 
that instead of 25 miles ot boulevard 
which is 'the reasonable quota for a 
town of this size there are only two 
miles of boulevards and driveways. 
Only 800 acres are In park ground 
and much of this Is of no park value.
